Chicago, September 21, —The Inter-
Ocean’s Springfield, Tennessee, special
savs : Sometiine ago a white man was
found dead in this vicinity. He was
4 baelielor, of eonsiderable property,
and lived al Saddlersville. He was
uotl & politician, but a planter of good
character, and was undoubtedly mur-
dered by some highwayman for booty.
Nevertheless the Democrats of this
section took advantage of the ocenr-
renee for politieal effect and soon ar-
rested seven of the colored Republi-
cans, and leaders of the best men and
those of most politieal influepce, and
charged them with the crime. They
were sent to jail and tortured by all
the methods known to the inquisition
to induce them to confess their guilt.
They were whipped, hung by the
toes and thumbs and would have died
under the torture if they had not
been men of extraordinary coustitu-
tions. Of course no counfession could
be obtained and no evidence against
any of the prisoners was seccured by
the proseeuting attorney, who by the
way was a Democrat, The men who
instizated this outrage endeavored to
have the trial postpened until after
election as it was very apparent they
would be aequitted, but being unable
to seceure & postponement they organ-
ized a mob of 150 men and attacked
the jail at night and lynched twe of
the ¢olored men, The remainder will
be held for trial. The object of the
lynebmg was to terrify the colored
men and it has been accomplished,
While the Democrats here all depre-
cate the tendeney to give political
rolor to the outrage and attribute the
lynchivg to the publiic feeling among
the whites that erime ought to be
punished without waiting for legal
dalay, the colored people a'l under-
stand what was meant by it and have
taken warning. The colered men
Iynched were respectable, law-abiding
citizens and active Republicans, Al-
exander .

The treaties were
simply agreements to allow the In-
dians to cultivate the land under the
existing  nets of congress, Persons
may  enter  pre-emptions and
homestead claims on any of the lands
not reserved by the government for
other purposes, There can be no
valid objections tosattlement ou these
lands.
